T was refolv’d in a great Council held at 
A ‘ this Court the 2orh Inftant, to make good 

* all Articles of the Treaty between the im- 

‘ peror and theDuke of Savoy,that remain’d 

to be fatisfied. The following semorial 
‘ of M. de Mellarede, Minifter of Savoy, who came 
‘ hither fome'time ago, to follicit this Affair, fhews 
‘ what thofe Articles of the faid Treaty were that 
* remain’d to be perform’d. 


A Memorial, to prove that the Execution of the 
Treaty with his Royal Highnefs, ought not to «be 
retarded for any of the Reafons which bave been 
alledg’d to juftify that Delay. 

1. ‘Hi S Imperial Majefty has by the 6th Article 

‘of the Treaty of the 8ch of November 1703, 

‘ yielded and made over to his Royal Highnefs that 

‘ Part of the Montferrat of which the Dukes of 

* Mantua had the Inveftiture, and by the 11th Ar- 

“ ticle oblig’d himfelf to give him the full and actual 

‘ Poffeffion thereof, as well as of other Territories 

‘ which were to be yielded to him as faft as they 

fhould be reduc’d. 
2. ‘ His Royal Highnefs demands,in Confequence 

‘ of the faid Treaty, to be put into actual and full 

* Poffeffion of the faid Part of the Montferrat ; and 

becaufe neceffary previoufly to publifh the Ban 

‘ againft the Duke of Mantua, his Royal Highnefs 

* infifts that the faid Ban be publifhed; which de- 

‘ pends folely on the Emperour, feeing the Electors 

* whofe Concurrence it was thought proper to ask, 

‘have all given their Confent; which alone is all 

‘ at moft that’ the Smperour believ’d he ought to 

* procure, that of the College of Princes being 

‘not at all neceffary. There is no Want o 

* Inftances and Authorities to prove, that the Duk 

‘ of Mantua being neither a Member, nora State of 

* the Empire, but only a Vaffal, the Emperour can 

* by his {ole Authority put him under the Ban of the 

‘Empire. The Peace of Ofnabrug, which regu- 

* lates in what Cafes the Eleors, Princes, and States 

‘of the Empire, ought to concur, with their Suffra- 

* ges or with their Confent, in the Deliberations, 

* makes ncMention of the Ban againft the Vaffals of 

‘ the Empire; but only provides, that the firft Diet 

* thould fettle the Manner and Order requifite to be 

‘ obferv’d, in putting one or more States under the 

‘Ban; Now the Duke of Manta not being a 

‘ State of the Empire, bur only a Vaffal of it, the 

* College of Princes cannot in his Cafe pretend to a 

‘ Right to give their Confent to the publication of 

‘the Ban againfthim, by Virtue of the Tenour of 

* the faid Peace. ; 

3. ‘ The faid Princes and States have, in Fa, 

‘ never claim’d a Right to give their Confent, but 


when it concern’d a State or a City of the Empite 
that had Seifion in a Circle, and that then the 
Execution of the Ban fhould be in that Cir- 
cle wherein they bad Seffion. Tis in this Menner 
they explain’d themfelves in the Remarks they 
made in 1663, on the 28th Article of the Leo=ol- 
dine Capitulation ; which clearly prove that they 
madeno Precention with Refpe& to Vaffals, but 
only with Refpect to thofe that have Seffion in 
the Circles; and their Defign in that, was, to 
maintain each other from being fubjeted to the 
Judgment of a fingle Perfon, to prevent the Di- 
minution of the S:ates of the Empire, and the 
‘ Wars that ordinarily follow the putting the Ban 
* in Execution. 

4. ‘ So that the College of Princes having never 
* ftarted fucha Pretention with regard to Vaflals, 
* the King of Sweden who fecks only to maintain 
* the Right of that College, will not make a Grie- 
* vance of this Matter, nor form a Prevention upon 
* it, the rather becaufe it is not within the Tenour 
“of the Peace of Ofnabrug made with Sweden, 
‘ which had only in View the States of the Empire 
* and the Tranquility of Germany, that might have 
‘ been difturb’d by the Publication of the Bans a- 
“ gainft Frederick EleCtor Palatine, and the Princes 
* and States of the Empire his Adherents. 

5. ‘ If the Confent of the Electors has been ask’d, 
‘ "twas Over-caution,and whartheEmperour was not 
* oblig’d to do, for the Reafons alledg’d above ; nor 
‘ought that to prejudice his Royal Highnefs, 
* or retard the Execurion of the Treary. 

6. * Tis faid likewife, that his Royal Highnefs 
‘ ought to be fatisfied at prefent with the Pof- 
* feflion of the Montferrat, and to allow Time for 
* publifhing the Ban when the Imperial Court hall 
‘not have thofe Sufpitions they have now. ’Tis 
* anfwer’d, that there is a grear Difference berween 
‘ managing an Eftate and poffefling it ; bercween ha- 
* ving the Adminiftration, and having the Poffeffion

of it; between acting in another’s Name, and act- 

in one’sown. ’Tis true his Royal Highnefs has 

the Management of the Monrferrat, but ‘tis only as 
, Adiminiftrator, and in the Name of bis Imperial 
‘ Majefty ; he is not in Poffeffion, nor does he act 
‘in his own Name; and hence it is that the Sub- 
« jects do not adhere to him withour Referve, as 
‘ they would did they fee themfelves irrevocably fub- 
‘ jedted to his Soveraignty ; they ftill retain fome 
‘ Affection for the Duke of Mantua, feeing he is 
* not depriv’d of the Dutchy ; and this breeds great 
‘ Inconveniences in the Government, and in the po- 
* litical Adminiftration, efpecially in a Country 
‘ where the People are fo Factious as they are in 
* thar.
